A man with one leg and crutches 
walked into the manager’s room of 
the Stockton-on-Tees Employment, 
Exchange. He was just about down 
and out, shabby, hungry, desperate. 

He told Mr. Soar, the manager, 
his story. Before the accident which 
had cost him his leg he had been a 
machinist, but only" for a short 


time; not long enough to be skilled-}- 


He was living with his aged par- 
ents and a_ semi-invalid sister, 
who earned a littte money by clean- 

‘ing. . 

He had tried and tried to find 
work, but what chance had he—on 
crutches? Could Mr. Soar help him? 

Mr. Soar felt pretty sure that 
this was a hopeless case, but the 
man’s pleading and earnestness ap- 
pealed to him. ‘T’ll try,” he said. 

‘He thought it over. Suppose the 
man had an artificial leg. . 

Mr. Soar went to the local official 
of the Royal Surgical Aid Society. 
Yes, gaid the official, the man could 
have a‘new: leg—if he ‘could get 100 
subscrihers to recommend him. He 
gave Mr. Soar the list of hundreds 
of subs¢ribers. ;

Almighty had distributed it equally 
amongst all nations, we’ should have 
been spared much of the trouble in 
the world to-day, and that Utopian 
relationship, called the Brotherhood 
of Nations, would have emerged long 
ago from the land of make-believe 
‘into the ‘realms of reality. 

We English of course have the 
faculty developed to a very high de- 
gree, but not by any means to the 
same extent as our Scottish neigh- 
bours. They have reduced it to’ such 
a fine art that the thousand—and ore 
stories the Aberdonians tell about 
themselves not only provide a fund 
of amusement for all of us, but are 
gradually eradicating the very trait in 
the Scottish character they so often 
of ridicule (laughter). At least, that is 
my experience, having so many large- 
hearted, broad-minde Scottish friends 
in. the Colony. . :

He has slain our dragons for us 
throughout the ages, and will continue 
to slay them provided that we see to 
it that his armour is the best we can 
prvoide, up-to-date and. fit in every 
way to cope with the dragons of to- 
day. For, strange as it may seem, 
in these enlightened, highly civilized 
days, with their much vaunted stan- 
dard ‘of culture and ‘education, — the 
world’s dragons are a far more fear- 
some br than ever they were in 
the ignorant days of chivalry.
